AN EXPOSITION OF THE DIRECTIONAL ASTROLOGY 
OF THE HINDUS AS PROPOUNDED IN 
VIMSHOTTARI DASA 


Pabt I 


That the antiquity of Indian Astrology is as 
remote as the Vedas is a fact which it is difScult 
to disprove. It forms one of the Angas of the 
Atharva*Veda. The Jyotish Shastra, as men* 
tioned in the Atharva-Veda, consists of one hun- 
dred and sixty-five verses only. In fact, the whole 
of the Jyotish Shastra then consisted of observing 
the movements of the Sun, the Moon, their passage 
tlirough the constellations (Nakshatras), and as- 
signing a certain significance to them, and was 
then made more applicable to n mundane Astrology 
than to a judicial one. It wiU thus be seen that 
the origin of the present Astrology is to be found 
in the Atharva-Veda-Jyotish, the probable date 
of which, according to Dixit and others, is 900 to 
1500 B.C. No mention is made in it of the Signs 
of the Zodiac (Rashi). Rashis had no existence 
then. It must not be supposed, however, that the 
division of the Zodiac into twelve parts was not 
known to the Hindus in those times ; but the 
twelve parts were then known by different names. 
The ancients wholly depended on the Nakshatras 
and their qualities. As time went by, owing to the 
invasions of the JIahomedans and the Greeks and 
their association with our people, their science got 
mixed up with ours, and the present Astrology, as 
it is studied and practised, is a combination of 
Chaldean, Grecian, and Egyptian Astrology. I am 
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not cntoriug licro into « dwcnssion of claiming 
priority of t«o science for the Hindus. It is proved 
beyond doubt by Sankar Halkrishnn Di.xit, in his 
“BImmtiya Jyotish Snsim,” i.c., “History of 
Indian Astronomy,** a book WTitten in Mafatlu. 
Tliis claim of priority. Is fiirtlicr supported by 
“SepItnrinI” in liis book, .“Tbe Scicnco of Fore- 
knowledge,*’ in the clmpter on Indian Astrology. 

As regards Directional Astrology (tlint part 
of iVstrologj' which predicts events promised by 
tho horoscope of birth) of the Hitulus, tho Dasa 
Paddhati (system) is quite tiniquo to the Hindus. 
This system, ns mentioned in tho Astrological 
works of tho Hindus, is nowhere else to bo found, 
not oven in Chaldean, Grecian, or Egyptian litera- 
ture. It is tho simplest laiowm system of directing; 
though Directional Astrologj’ is loiown to be the 
most difficult (o underefand. One can gauge how 
difficult it is from tho following words of that 
great European Astrologer, “Raphael” written in 
tho preface to his “Guide to Astrologj’.” Ho 
writes : “Tho part of Astrology which relates to 
tho determination of future events is tho most 
difficult, the least understood, and perhaps tho 
most unsatisfactorj’, part. I may be allowed to 
say that tho imsatisfactory condition of this part 
is a •u’ise intervention of God, for, if one knew for 
a certainly what was going to happen at a fwrti- 
cular time, at least half the world would be eitlier 
lunatics or suicides.” 

There are a number of methods suggested for 
the art of directing, but the following are largely 
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made tiso of by Indian and European Astro- 
logers : — 

(1) One day for one j'ear (Deena Varsha 
Paddhnti) ; 

(2) Solar Revolutions (Tajic Paddliati) ; 

(3) Transits (Gochara Paddliati) ; and 

(4) Planctar3' Periods (Dasa Paddliati). 

In s^’stem No. (1), which is exclusively follow- 
ed hy Eiu-opean Astrologers, the number of daj'S 
after the birth corresponds to the number of 
years completed j and the results are declared 
from tho positions of planets on that day and the 
aspects they form between themselves and the 
positions of the planets at bii-th. • For a detailedi 
working of tlus method the reader is advised to 
consult any standard work on European Astrology. 

The method of Solar Revolution is used by 
both, but largely by Indian and French Astrolo- 
gers. In this system the return of the Sun to its 
radical longitude constitutes a year, and the horos- 
cope with the time of birth is cast on that day. 
Here the prognostic extends to a year only. 

The Transits too, like the above, are used by 
both Indian, as well as Eiuopean, Astrologers. It 
is nothing but the ephemeral passage of a planet 
over the place of Significators in the horoscope. 
They are either measured from the Ascendant or 
from the place of the Moon. The Hindus generally 
measure it from the place of the Moon. 
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The Dasa Paddhati, or the inctljod of Plane- 
tnry Periods, is j)ecnh‘ar to the Hindus only. 
Tlicrc arc tnnny kinds of Basas. Parasharn, in Ills 
hook, 1ms mentioned about •12 of them ; but of 
llieso only two ore in vogue, namely, Vimsliottnri 
and Aslitottari, In these Dasas each planet rules 
for a certain number of years, and the total num- 
biT of these j'cars of jdnncts is 120 in Vimsliottari 
and 108 in Aslitottari- 

In Vimsliottari Dasa, with whieli I am for the 
jircscnt concerned, tho period of 120 years is divid- 
ed mto nine parts presided over by seven planets 
and by Hahn and Ketu, tho Ascending and descen- 
ding Nodes of the Jloon. They como in tlic follow- 
ing order, and tlioir years nro also given below j 

(1) The Sun .. 0 years. (5) Jupiter ..10 years. 

(2) 'Ibc^loon ..10 yc^ira. (C)Saturn ..19 years. 

(3) JIars .. 7 years. (7) Mcrcurj’ ..17 years. 

(4) Rahu ..18 years. (8) Ketu .. 7 j’cars. 

(9) Venus , . 20 years. 

The Ruler of tlie Dasa period at the time of 
birth is ascertained from the Nakshatra which tlie 
Moon occupies at that time, .For a detailed 
working of this method any standard work of 
Intlian Astrology may be consulted, the English 
rendering of wliich is very clearly and lucidly given 
by “Sepharial” in his ''Manual of Astrology.” 

Which of these four methods is the best as 
regards results it is difHcult to saj’. Tliere .are 
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ndvocatcs of caoh of these motliods wlio claim a 
liiglicr percentage of tmo results by the method 
they follow. 

One day for one year is considcrc<l to be tlio 
best by those who have studied Astrologj’ by the 
European method. It is said to be more accurate 
and scientific ; but they cannot assure us of a 
larger percentage of correct results ns compaivd 
with the Dasa System of Indian Astrology. This 
Dasa System is upheld bj' all Indian writers of 
past centuries, and, had their experience been 
otheneiso, they would have condemned it ns 
“clumsy and unrcllablo” ns some of the modern 
Indian Astrologers wlio aro devoted to the Euro- 
pean method of directing tiunk it to bo. The main 
argument for calling this method unreliable is tliat 
there are too many kinds of Dasas j and, if dircc- 
tioas are made by these Dasas, diOcrent planets will 
nilo the same jicriod of life and the results will ho 
conflicting. As long ns wo are ignorant of the basis 
of Dasas, wo cannot condemn them as clumsy and 
unreliable. I may mention Jioro that, just as the 
Vimshottnri has trine ns the base, other Dasas may 
liave square, opposition orconjunction as their basis. 

It is ignorance as to their origin that perhaps 
makes people sceptic in accepting this system as 
reliable. If that is removed, they will have very 
bttle to say against it. 

It would not be out of place here to mention 
what others who liavc studietl the Dasa System of 
DireeUng think about it. “SophaTial,” aEuropean 
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Astrologer of repute, who has tried lus utmost to 
solve tlie problem of the Planetary Periods of 
Vimshottari Dasn, though still unsuccessfiil in fiis 
effort, A\Tito3 in Ins “Manual of Astrology”: “Let 
us grant, for^tho purpose of investigation that the 
periods of the planets are the results of experience, 
and that at once the intelligent Astrologer would 
be prepanJd tO/ find that there is some underhung 
numerical harmony by which this apparently 
arhitraiy dinsion of the life period is brought into 
lino with all wo know of Astral Science ; and, al* 
though wo are quite prepared to find it 8o,.at the 
present time we are not m a position.to if ate that 
the said harmon}* achially exists. Experience is 
the groat test ; and, bad not experience proved to 
us the truth of the deductions of the Hindu Astro- 
logers, we should not deem this exposition worth 
writing.” 

must be borne in mind that the Kala- 
Cbakra-Dasa mentioned by Varaha-hliliira in his 
Brihat-Jataka is entirely different from the Vim- 
shottari or Ashtottari Dasa of Parasbara. Tlie 
Kala-Chalcra-Dasa is hardly studied by Indian 
Astrologers, evidently on account of the diffi- 
culties in its application. They, as a class, employ 
tliis exceedingly simple division of life into what 
is known as Udu or Nakshatra Dasas. 

It is a matter of great surprise that none of 
the books on tJie Jyotish Shastra explains upon 
what principle the various periods are allotted to 
several planets ; even Parashara, to whom the 
origin of these Dasa is attributed, is silent upon 
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the matter. Perhaps he tliouglit the periods 
too simple to explaiu, or they might have an 
nstnil significance, as some of tlie Astrologers 
suggest. 


When the system of Vimshottari Dasa vas 
introduced into Astrological literature, by whom, 
and on what basis ; wliy a particular order of 
planets is followed, Avhy certain periods are 
assigned to certain planets, these are points which 
are surrounded witli mj’stcry and ^vhich require 
exposition. How far this exposition of mine is 
successful is for the reader to judge. 

The Dasa System of Directing is based solely 
on Naksbatras or Astcrisms. Tliese are twenty- 
seven in number. The Nakshatras are counted 
from the beginning of a fixed Zodiac of the Hindus, 
i.e., from the 0® of Meslia (Aries) ; and, as thei'e 
are 360° in a Raslii-Clial^, it accommodates 
twelve Signs of the Zodiac each 30° apart and 
twenty-seven Naksbatras each 13° — 20' apart. 
Each Nakshatra is further subdivided into four 
Charanas, or parts, and each part is 3° — 20' apart. 
It will.thus be seen that in a Kashi of 30° there are 
nine Charanas of Naksbatras. As tliere are 30° 
in each sign and 13° — ^20' in each Nakshatra, it 
follows that a sign contains two and a quarter 
Nakshatras. To i each Nakshatra is assigned a 
Swami or Kuler, and to each Ruler is assigned a 
certain period tlirough which it rules. 

The whole arrangement in a ^Eashi of 
Nakshatras and their Swamis, with their 'periods. 
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cnn bo Been from the foIlo\ring dingrom ; — 
Fio. No. 1 . 
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Earth, with its satellite the Moon, Mars, Jupiter, 
and Saturn ; but the ancients, for all Astrological 
purposes, never believed in this order. They be- 
lieved in the order of planets they saw from the 
surface of the earth, t.c., with the earth as sta- 
tionary, tho3* observed the Moon, Mercury, Venus, 
the Sun, Mara, Jupiter, Saturn, and the Asterisms 
moving round her. This is called the geocentric 
arrangement of planets. All Astrological calcula- 
tions and predictions aro based on this order. * The 
arrangement of planets in Vimshottari Dasa is 
neither geocentric nor heliocentric. Why is then 
tills particular order followed ? Is it that the 
originator of tliis S^'stem of Directing observed 
this order in the sky ? If so, is it possible to have 
tliis order at any time, visible in the sk}» either 
immediately after sunset or before sunrise ? I have 
with propriety not used the word “night” as it is 
impossible to see all the planets in the night as 
Mercury and Venus can only bo seen either before 
sunrise or after sunset, for they are never more 
than 28° and 48° respectively away from the 
Sun. 


If we take the cyclic order forward to the Sun 
setting in Krittika Nakshatra, the two interior 
planets, Mercury and Venus, are too far removed 
from the Sun and are placed last in the order. Tliis 
is an impossibility. On the other hand, just before 
sunrise in Krittika the planete will be below the 
horizon by the axial rotation of the earth, and thus 
excluded from view. The order of planets for- 
ward to .the Sun in Knttika is then out of con- 
sideration: Wo have now to see whether the 
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order Imckwarrl to the Sun in Krittika Nnkslmtra 
is iK)ssiblo to bo seen either before sunrise or after 
sunset. • Tlie order backwonl to tlio Sun will read 
os follows The Sun, Venus, Kctu, Mercury, 
Saturn, Jupiter, Halm, Mars, and the Moon. In 
this order the two interior planets, Mcrcuiy and 
Venus, nro placed nearer to the Sun, and it is poasi- 
ble to see all the planets on the horizon either after 
sunset or before sunrise. To locate the time when 
this observation is made wo have to take into consi- 
deration the Nakslmtra visible above tlio horizon 
after sunset and sunrise In Krittika. After sunset 
the Nakshatras visible from west to east nro Krit- 
tika, Rohini, Sirica, and others, t.c., the Naksha- 
fras forward to I^ttika are visible, and with the 
backward order of planets their Lords will bo those 
that aro not assigned to them in Vimsbotlari Dasa, 
i.e.y the Lord of Roliini Nakeliotra will bo Venus, 
and not its assigned Lord the Moon, and so on. The 
observation then coxdd not have been made at sun- 
set. Just before sunrise in Krittika, the Naksha- 
tras visible from east to west will be the Naksha- 
tras backward to Krittika, t.e., Bharoni, Aswini, 
and other Nalcshatras in tlieir backward order ; and 
then their Lords assigned imdcr the Dasa System 
will be in the backward order of planets with the 
Sun in Krittika. Tliis is enough proof to show 
that the observation must have been made just be- 
fore sunrise. Another peculiarity in tlie order it- 
self is the position of Rahu (Ascending Node of the 
Moon) and Ketu (Descending Node of the Moon) 
wliich are too near each other, i.e., only 40° apart, 
when they really ought to be 180° away from 
each other. If, by position of the forward order

from the Sun in ICriltika Nnkshatra, Rahu bo in 
the contro of Ardra Nakfiliatra, tlio actual position 
of KoUi will bo at the beginning of Slula Nnkshalra 
(see Fig. No. 1), which is 180® apart. In Vimsho* 
ttari Dasa every tcntli Nnkshntn\ has the same 
Lord as that of tijo first, and from Slula Nnkshatra 
the tenth Nnkshatra is Aswini ; its Lord thero- 
foro is Ketu. Thus it will bo seen that one of 
the Nodes of the Moon, either Rnhu or Ketu, 
is in the order by actual position, and the other is 
by assignment only. None of the books on Hindu 
Astrology tells ua that the Sun was actually in 
Ivrittika Nalcslmtra, It may bo that octimlly ho 
was in Uttara Nnkshatra or Uttam-Ashndha. ns 
they stand tcntlj from each other and their Lord 
is the Sun in the Dasa. To lujow tliis wo have 
no clue excejit by making a regular search and 
finding out the year and flip month when tliis 
backward order to the Sun was visible with 
the position of the Sun in any one of the three 
Nakshatras. 

ASSICKUCNT OF RULER OR SWAMI TO THE 
NAKSHATRAS 

It is the prevailing belief amongst Indian 
Astrologers that the planets as Rulers of Naksha- 
tras are assigned to tliem according to the qualities 
common to both ; but how these qualities of Nak- 
shatras are determined we liave no clue except from 
the deities that are assigned to them in the Vedas. 
Although a few of the planets agree in nature to 
the deity presiding over a Nakshatra, yet a good 
many of them do not agree in nature with ' the 
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Ruler assigned to them. The presiding deity of 
Bharani is Yama, t.c., Tlie God of Death, but .tho 
planet ruling that Nakshatra is Venus ; so also 
with the Aslesha Nakshatra, the presiding deity of 
which is the Serpent, while the Ruler assigned to it 
is Mercury. The ancients, who based the whole of 
the Jyotish Shastra on ol^ervations b3’ the naked 
eye, could not have assigned these Swainis to 
Na^hatras on the basis mentioned in the Vedas. 
The originator of this Dasa Sj'stcm perhaps saw 
the planets in the order of the planets of the Vim- 
shotfari Dasa in one of the following sets of longi- 
tudes of Nakshatras arranged backwards from Ivri- ■ 
ttika, Uttara-Ashadha, and Uttara-Phalguni Nok- 
shatras ; —

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To locate the day, month, and year Tvlien this 
order vras visible in the 8 k 3 ’^ in a particular set of 
longitudes is rather a tedious task. From the 
position of the Sfoon and tho Sun one can guess the 
day and tho month. The Jitoon moves one Nakslia- 
tra a day ; and, as tho Moon is placed 100® back- 
ward to the Sun from the beginning of tho Nak- 
shatra of the Sun to the beginning of tho Naksha- 
tra of tho Moon, it would take approximately 9- 
daj’S for tho Moon to go in conjunction wth the 
Sun to form tlio New Moon-if the Sim were sta- 
tionary at tho point ; but in theso 9 days tho Sun 
would have advanced 9 degrees ; this would require 
another extra day for the Moon to form a Ne^v 
Moon. Thus, though tho Moon is placed nine 
Nakshatras backwards, it would take 10 days to 
go in conjunction with the Sun to form a New 
Moon or an* Amavasya of a lunar month. In a^ 
lunar month there are 30 days, and minus 10 daj'S 
would bring us to tho 20th day of a Iimar month, 
or the 6th Titlii of Vadi (dark half) portion of a 
lunar month. This would probably bo the day of 
observation ; and, if by actual position the Sun 
were to be in Krittika, Uttara-Phalguni, or 
Uttara-Ashadha Nakshatras, the lunar month of 
observation would bo Vaisakha, Bhadrapada, or 
Pausha respectively. 

.To fix the exact year when this order was 
visible in the sky we shall have to take the planets . 
Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn with one of the Nodes 
of the Moon Rahu as our chronocrators. We may 
ignore tho longitudes of Venus and Mercury as 
thftvi •positions are difficult ■to foUow except in the 
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light of the Sun’s movement, for their actual posi-. 
tions depend principally on the longitude of the 
Sun, and to a small extent on their mean longitude. 
The exact year can be fotmd bj' the help of the boob, 
“An Indian Ephemeris,” Volume J, by L. D. Swami 
Kannu Pillai, taking a fixed year of 1 B.C. or A.B. 
0 for investigating purposes (table V A, page 361) 
at a time when the mean longitude of the Sun was 
either according to Vimshottari Dasa 27“, or 30 
days after the commencement of the Indian solar 
3 ^ar, when the Sun was in Krittika Nakshatra ; or 
148°, or 153 days after the commencement of tlie 
Indian solar year, when the Sun was in ITttai-a- 
Phalguni Nakshatra ; or 267®, or 273 days after 
the commencement of the Indian solar year, when 
the Sun was in Uttara»Shadba I^akshatra, and 
making a regular search by the help of table V A, 
page 362, for finding out the required siderial long- 
itudes of planets by the addition of the yearly in- 
crease of the mean longitudes of Mars, Jupiter, and 
Saturn to the longitudes of these planets firom 1 
B.C. onward at the required number of days. 

After a careful search of over a thousand 
years from 1 B.C. or A.D. 0 I find that there is no 
satisfying year when the planets were in the requir- 
ed set of longitudes with the Sun in Ivrittika or 
Uttara-Asbadha Ifaksbatra ; but in the year A. 

D. 649, at the required number of 153 daj-s from 
the commencement of the Indian solar year, when 
the Sun entered Uttars-Phalguni Xafaliatra till 
his departure from the Nakshatra after 13 or 14 
daj’B, the geocentric places of planets, -with the 
help of the key provided for that year in table V A, 
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was what we are searching for ; that is, the 
planets were in their respective Naksliatras in 
their backward order with the Sun in Uttara* 
Phalguni. The solar year A.D. G49 commenced on 
the 19th March, and the 153rd day from that date 
would fall on the 20th August, wlicn the Sun en- 
tered Utlara-Phalguni Nakshatra. He left it on 
the 3rd September, that is, 14 days after, and 
during that period of 14 days the geocentric 
])laccs of planets at mean Lanka sunrise were as 
follows: —

It uill bo seen from the nlmvc table that, uj) to 
30th August, of tlie three major planets. Mars, 
Jupiter, and Sat\im, only two planets, Jupiter nn<l 
Saturn, were in their res|H*ctivc longitiules, but on 
the 2nd September, with an njjpreriable correction 
of Siuya-Sidhnnta (Indian Ephemens, page 121) 
ofr-2’8'' for Mars, — I*" for Venu's, and pnutjcally 
no correction in the enhc of Jupiter and Sattirn, tlie 
planets Mars, Jufiiter. Saturn, and Venus v.ere in 
their rcsjK'etivo longitude^. Merctiiy was not in 
its avsjgnetl place, but was near to it without the 
corn'ction of Suryn<Si(lhnnta. 

Rahu was in Shaln-Tomka Nnkslmtm by 
actual jK>sition ; an<l, n*« the tenth Nnknliatra from 
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-Shata-Taraka is Ardra, which has the same Lord 
as that of Shata-Taraka, Kahu is placed in the 
order, in Ardra Naksha^ by assignment only. 
From the middle of the Shata-Taraka Nakshatm 
ISC'* away is the beginning of Magha JJakshatra j 
and, as Rahu, one of the Moon’s Nodes, was in 
Shata-Taraka, the opposite Node of the Moon Ketu 
will be in ilagha Ns^hatra by actual position (see 
page J8). 

The exact Hindu date of tliese observations 
‘'will be 20th Tifhi, 5 1^’this after Paiimima, 
t.e., Panohml of the dark half of the lunar month 
of Bhadrapada Sake 572. 

The mean longitude of the Sun on the 2ud 
September, t.e., 166 days from the commencement 
of the solar year (19th March, A.D. 649), was 
159.31 by table IV C. 

It is really the longitude of the Moon that will 
Ifix the exact date when these observations were 
made ; for, as the Moon moves 12* a day, a day 
forward or a day backward will mal^e a difference 
of 12* in the longitude of the Jloon. The longitude 
of the ifoon can be found by means of a Tithi. A 
Tithi is nothing hut the difference of 12* in the 
longitude of the Moon and the longitude of the 
Sun. The Moon’s longitude is found by multiply- 
ing the number of Tithis by 12* and adding the 
longitude of the Sun on the required day. 

The exact Tithi when the Sun’s longitude was 
159°.31 can bo foxmd by the shortest method sug- 
gested to the eye by means of table H. 
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Wc find ricconling to tabic II that Bhadrapada 
New Moon (i.e., rcallj' the New Moon of Sliravan, 
for the Bake of convenience of calcitlations it is call* 
e<l Bhadrapada New Moon) falls on 13.05 August 
on Thursday, t.e., 5th weekday Sake 572, and the 
2nd Soptcinber will be on the 20tb Tithi or day of 
Blmdrap.ida on 5+20=25tIi weekday. Wo find 
from the following calculations that the 20tii Tithi 
corresponds exactly Avitb 159®.31 or ICO solar days 
(see page 19).

' It Trill thus be seen that the assignment of 
Swamia to Tsakshatras are not by their having qua- 
lities common to ICakshatras, but‘by actual posi- 
tion onl3’. 

Parashara, in his book, mentions manj* kinds 
of Dasas, but he, in bis “Laghu Parashari” (a 
small treatise Tvritten exclusively for gauging the 
strength of tho planets in Jjoroscope to predict 
events by Vimshottari Dasa), says thot Vimshot- 
taii Dasa alone should be made use of in the art of 
directing ; but no reason is assigned for this selec- 
tion. Probably the originators of other Dasas 
U’ere other coutemporaiy' authors and Vimshottari 
Dasa TTas of his own creation. 

If Pai’ashara be the orginator of tliis Dasa 
Sj'stem, Tve can also very nearly fix his period in. 
the 7th century. But then the Parashara who 
wrote his Hora-Shastra cannot be the same Para- 
ghara who Tvrote his Samluts and is m’entioned by 
Varaha-Mihira in Ms Pancha-Sidhantika. The 
period of Varaha-Mihira is located to be some- 
where in the 5th century. Then the Parashara of 
SamMta must have lived some j’ears before Varaha 
Mihira, The Kala-Chakra-Dasa of Varaha-Mihi- 
ra is entirely different from the Vimshottan or 
Ashtottari Dasas, and is quoted by Parashara in 
his book. Had Varaha-^kfihira lived after Parashara 
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of Hora*Shnstrn, he would have made mention of 
the Dasa of Pnrashnni when he docs not licsitnto 
.to make mention of opinions of other authors on 
certain points. 

ASSIGNMENT OF PERIODS TO THE PLANETS 

Before we proocedwiththe way of finding out 
tlic years tluit aro assigned to the different planets 
we must get acquainted with the different aspects 
that are given toNnkslmtms in the Atharva-Veda 
Jyotisha. If we divide tlie wliolo circle of 300^ 
into three divisions, we get a division of 120'’. We . 
shall take up for tlic sake of convenience the fixed 
Zodiac of Hindus for consideration ; the firat 
division of liO"" commences with Asvini, the second 
witli Maglia, and tho third with jMula. Thi 
beginning of oacli division is a Janma Nakshatra 
t.c., tho Nakshatra in which tho Moon is found ai 
the time of birth. Wo shall suppose that the Moor 
is eitlier in Asvini, Magiia, or Mula Nakshatra 
The second Nakshatra from the Janma Nakshatrs 
is Sampat, the third is Vipat, tho fourth ICshemya 
the fifth Pratwara, the sixth Sadhaka, the seventh 
Naidliana, tho eighth Maitra, and the ninth 
Parama-Maiti-a j thus the cycle repeats itself with 
the remaining two divisions of 120'’ each ; but, 
when tho whole life-cycle of 120'’ is spread over 
360°, twenty-seven Nakshatraa are to be included 
in it ; then the tenth and nineteenth Nakshatraa 
are Karma and Adhana respectively ; i.e., the place 
of Janma Nakshatra at the beginning of the two 
remaining cycles are occupied by them. The whole 
arrangement could bo tabulated in the following

From thc'c a.sjK'cta of Xakslmlras ono thing 
lK*eome.s clear: tlmt, when we talk of a planet in 
Jaimm Xaksliatra, we can os well say that it is in 
a Xnlcshatm of which the Moon is the lord ; when 
in Sampat, we can say that it is in a Xakshntm of 
which 3(ars is the lord, and so on. Thus the 
aspects arc given in accoitlance with tho qualities 
of planct.s in the onlcr of Vimshottnri Dnsn. If 
this ortler of planets is made apnlicablo to nine 
divisions of a Xakshatra in a Rnshi, wo find that 
the first ninth division is of the Jloon, tho second 
of Mars, the third of Rnim, tho fourth of Jupiter, 
the fifth of Saturn, Ibo sixth of Mercury, tho 
Koventh of Kctu, tho eighth of Vcnu.s, and tho ninth 
of the Sun. Thus each ninth division is ruled by 
a planet, and not, ns in the usual way, by tho nine 
Signs of the Zodiac (Rnshi) and their lords. Thus 
in the Meshn, Sinlm, and Dhanu Rashis tho first 
nine Signs of tho Zodiac and their lords aro tho 
rulers of Navamansha ; tho tenth and the eleventh 
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signs have no place in them ; ue., Saturn, Raliu, 
and Ketii cannot liavc nilcrshfp over any of the 
nine ^visions of these Rasliis. In the Navamansha 
of . signs Jlithuna, Tula, and Kumbha, two 
important planets Ravi and Chandra, Raliu, and 
Ketu, have no'rulersliip ; while in the remaining 
si.v nil the planets have rulership on their Navam- 
nnsha ; hut the order of the lords of Xavamanslia 
is not the same as in Vimshottari Dasa. ^Vhy cer- 
tain planets should not have rulership over the 
Xnvamaiisha of certain Rashis is difficult to com- 
p?*ohcnd. * 

Though the trine mentioned in the Atharva- 
‘Veda Jyotish is taken as the base of Vimshottari 
Dasa, the assignments of Swnmi to the Nakshatras 
is not mentioned in it. Tliis assignment is of 
later origin j vith the help of the aspects of Xak- 
. shatras, the immediate future can be foretold ; but, 
wJien the Rasbi-KundaU (horoscope) of twelve" 
houses came into existence in the place of Nak- 
shatra Kimdali of nine houses, the simple aspects 
of Nakshatras were foimd insufficient in predicting 
all the future things associated with the twelve 
houses of a horoscope. To overcome this difficulty 
it was an ingenious device of the originator of Dasa 
to associate these aspects of the Na^hatras, or the 
Xakshatras themselves, with planets by assigning 
them as rulers of Na^hatras. These rulers, in 
turn, are the rulers of the twelve Signs of .the 
Zodiac or twelve houses of horoscope, and by al- 
lotting certain periods to them the future is pie- 
dicted. At present the only vestige of these aspects 
is found in Vimshottari Dasa, and that too in the , 
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aspects of Jaimia'only, because it is useful in find- 
ing out at birth the ruling Nalcshatra, its lord, and 
its period ; and another use that was made of the 
Janma aspect by the originator is for fixing the 
periods of planets and Hahn and ICetn. The as- 
pects of planets through Nakshatras are discon- 
tinued because it forihs in a Kundali eighty-onc 
such aspects ; each Nakshatra forms nine aspects, 
and nine such Nakshatras form the large number 
of eighty -one aspects. This is due to the conthuiity 
of the Nakshatra aspect. 'The process of finding 
these aspects is ratlier tedious,- but very simple — 
the tedious part of the process is saved by our 
preparing the Nakshatra Aspectarian called the 
‘‘Nakshatra DKrishti Chakra,” by Dr. V. G. Rele 
and I(Ir. K. V. Khare ; with the help of this Chakra 
all the Nakshatra aspects can be seen within a few 
minutes ; and it is our experience that with the 
help of tlie Nakshatra aspects, the results of Vim- 
shottari Dasa cOme out more true than with the 
help of those aspects that are usually counted 
from sign to sign in a horoscope. 

Having thus explained tliat the trine is the 
base used in the calculations of Vimshottari Dasa, , 
that each trine begins with a Janma Nalcshatra, 
and that a certain order was once visible in the sky, 
it is reasonable to suppose that the originator of 
this Dasa system, instead of observing the move- • 
vxents of planets and measuiing the years that they 
take to be seen in the same place and in the same 
Nakshatra, found it more easy and possible during 
the lifetime of an individued to observe the time

that a planet takes to move from one Janma Nak- 
shatra to another^ i.e., 120* to 133*-20' degrees 
from its original place. If ice take all planets to 
be at the beginning in the Asicini Nakshatra, at 
the end of the period assigned to the planets theg 
tcill be seen either in the Maghabr Jltda Nakshatra, 
the only condition being that the planets must be 
visible in the sky in a Janma Nakshatra in trine to, 
or in conjunction ivith. Us original Janma Nak‘ 
shatra. A Nakshatra is of 13**20', and vre cannot 
say a planet is in a Janma Nakshatra, or ns a 
matter of fact, in any Nakshatra, nnicss it is seen 
in conjunction Tritii the Ybgatara (Junction Star) 
of that Nakshatra. The beginning of tho As^ini 
Nakshatra is marked by the Yoga tora ofthoRe\Titi 
Nakshatra ; and its longitude, according to different 
Sidhantakars, varies between 359* to 0* ;but the 
longitude of the Yogatnra of the A8%rini Nakshatra 
is between 10*-2C' to 11* and that of the JIagha 
and Mula Nalishntras 120* to 129° and 240° to 
243° respectively. In fact, the originator of Vim- 
shottari Dasa has given an orb of I3°-20' to a trine 
of a Janma aspect. 

Before we proceed further to leara whether 
the planetaiy periods are fixed on this basis we 
must assume that all planets were in mean con- 
junction at the beginning of the Janma Aswini 
Nakshatra ; and that the whole of tho Kashi Cha- 
.kra, when viewed in the night, appears to move 
from east to west, and the planets from west to 
east ; t.c., that the Kashi CJhakra appears to move 
in a contrary direction to that of the planets, and 
that the whole of the Chakra moves one sign, i.e., ■ 
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30 degrees, towards the east in one year. Another 
.important matter to wliich attention must be 
paid in finding out the years assigned to planets 
is the visibility and the invisibility of the planets 
above or below the horizon. Apart from the daily 
.rise and set of planets caused by the rotation of 
the earth on its axis, when the planets are near the 
Sun, though above the horizon at sunset or sun- 
rise, they are not sometimes visible to the naked 
eye. They are visible only when there is a definite 
distance between the Sim and the planets. The 
degrees of visibility and invisibility, as given in 
the Suiya-Sidhanta, are as follows : —

The planet which is invisible is supposed to 
be powerless in its action in Hindu Astrology. 

Further, it must be borne in mind that the 
Hindus, for purposes other than religious, calcu- 
late their year on the basis of a civil day which is 
of 60 Ghatikas (Savan day) ; each Ghatika is 24 
minutes of English time ; and a day is calculated 
not from midnight to midnight, as in English time, 
but from sunrise to sunrise ; 30 such days make 
one month, and 360 days make a year, in the Hindu 
calendar ; so, while taldng out the actual geocentric 
places of planets, we have to calculate them for the 
360th day, i.e., one civil, or Savan, year. 

The positions of the three superior planets, 
Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn, which are dependent on 
their own mean motion for their actual geocentric 
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places, are shown relative to tlic position of 0® of 
As^ini for cverj* 360th day, M’hilo the actual 
geocentric places of the remaining planets and 
Rahu and Ketu, which are dependent on tlio mean 
motion of tlic Sun» are showTi relative to the 
po«iition of the Sun in 0° of A‘^^vi^i Nakshatra for 
every 300th day. 

' How far these conditions arc fulfilled we shall 
know from the geocentric places of planets in 
successive years from 0® of Asuhii, where all of 
them are supposed to bo in mean conjunction at 
the beginning of the Indian sidereal year. The 
position of the planets and Rnliu and Ketu are 
taken from the book, “An Indian Ephemeris,” 
volume 1, part I, by Swami Kannu PiUai, by 
making a search in table V B and finding out the 
year when the geocentric place of the planet was 
either 0®, or very nearly and then writing 
down their positions at successive years after 
maHng the necessary corrections. The years 
chosen are 1774 for Jupiter, 1733 for Saturn, 
1729 for Mare, 1965 for Venus, and 1932 for 
Merciwy.

In order to better understnud the years that 
are assigned to planets in Vimshottari Dasa, I 
have endeavoiLTcd to put tho geocentric places of 
planets in a circle (see cliart No. 3 at the end of 
this book). Tho circle is divided into 108 parts, 
showing Charanas or divisions of 27 Nalcshatras, 
each division being 3®-20'. Tho figures adjoining 
tho signs of tlio planets show the year that tho 
planet takes to occupy that particular position in 
the sky. The position of Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn 
are shown relative to the position of the 0° of 
Mesha or 0” of the Aswini Nakshatra in successive 
years as the sidereal year commences from that 
point. The positions of Rahu and Ketu are shown 
in the same way, but in an opposite direction to 
that of the planets. The actual positions of two 
interior planets, Venus and Mercury, depend princi- 
pally on tho longitude of the Sun j and, when view- 
ed from the Earth, they oscillate backwards and 
forwards in respect of the Sun’s place and appear 
to move in the same direction as that of the 
Zodiac j their motion therefore is shown in the 
chart as going with the Sun.

The small semi- 
circles and the figures above it show the position 
occupied the earth in the Zodiac at the end of

If we now refer to tho chart, we will find that 
the Sun in Asuini Nakshatra will be below the 
horizon till tho beginning of tlie sixth year ; and 
it is only at tho end of tho sixth j’car that the 
sun will bo soon again in Aswini on the w’estem 
horizon. 

As regards tlic Moon, taking her sjmodieal 
motion into consideration, wc find that in none of 
the years before the tenth does it appear in con- 
junction with, or in trine to, its original Nakshatra. 
It is only at the end of the tenth year that it comes 
in trine in Mula Nakshatra to its original Janma 
Nakshatra. 

Mars, in the chart, is not seen in a Janma Nak- 
shatra at tlie beginning of any year. It -comes in 
Mula Nakshatra in a visible trine to. its original 
Nakshatiu after C years and 350 days, which is 
verj' nearly 7 years. The diffprence of ten days, 
when spread over 120 years of the cycle of Vim- 
shottari Dasa, gives us a difference of 2 hours, 
per year, or 5 minutes per month. The originator 
of Dasa, instead of assigning the full 'years and 
odd number of days, thought it better perhaps to 
assign a complete number of years as it would be 
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easier for the calculations of subperiods and inter- 
periods of planets without causing any material 
difTcrence in time in the actual causation of an 
event. It is possible, in the case of Mars, being 
a fast-moving ])lnnct, to come in trine to its original 
Nakshatra before the assigned period of seven 
years ; but then the trine would not be visible in 
the sky. 

Jupiter having nearly tl«e same motion ns that 
of a Rashi Chakra a year, it can only come in 
trine, in or conjunction with, original Nalcshatra 
at the end. of the fourth, eighth, tw’clfth, and 
sixteenth years ; but wo find that at the end of the 
fourth year its actual geocentric place to form a 
trine is short by nearly 5 degrees. At the end of 
the eighth year it comes in Janma Mula Nakshatra, 
where it is mainly retrograde, and is ahead of the 
trine by nearly 5 degi-ecs and too near the horizon 
to be visible. At the end of the twelfth year it is 
too near the sun in Asvini to be visible. It is only 
at the end of the sixteenth year that it comes 
nearly in trine to, or in conjunction with, the 
Yogatara of Magha Nakshatra and is perhaps 
visible just above the horizon. 

Saturn comes to Mula Nakshatra in trine to 
its original Asvini Nakshatra at the end of the 
nineteenth year, where it is retrograde and direct 
for a full year. 

The tw’o interior planets, Venus and Mercury, 
moving in tlio vicinity of Hie Sun, can only be 
seen in the same Janma Nakshatra wliich they 
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originally occtijilcfl nt flio cnrl of the porio<l as- 
signed to tliein. To understntid the years that ore 
assigned to Venus anel Mercury wo have to take 
-into consideration the limit of visibility of tliesc 
planets. The Inchest and tlio lowest limit of 
visibility above the horizon, in tbe case of Venus, 
is 48® to 10® respectively, and, in the case of Mer- 
cury, it is 28® to 13® respectively. Wo find that 
Venus can only bo scon in the saino Jnmna Nak- 
shatm citber at tbe end of seven and nineteen, or 
eight and twenty, or eleven and twenty-threo 
j'ears, as tbo overling star after sunset, and nt the 
end of one and thirteen, or two and fourteen or five 
and seventeen years ns tbe morning star before 
sunrise ; because Aswini Xnkshatm in tlieso years 
is seen above the horizon before or after stinsct 
or stmrisc, and is visible witliin the rasigo of 
visibility of Venus ; tbo same argument holds good 
in tho case of Slercurj*. In none of thoso years, ex- 
cept nt tbo end of tho twentieth year, is Venus seen 
just touching tho last CImran of her Janma Nak- 
shatra ; and it takes about 45 days longer to arrive 
at the beginning of Janma Nakshatra. Owing to 
the irregular motion of Venus, this period of 45 
days, is not constant ; it varies from 35 to .55 days 
cither plus or minus, in twenty years. As in the 
case of Stars, this ditfercnce is spread over 120 
years, and is not of much occoimt. So also can 
Mercury bo seen in the same Janma Nakshatra at 
tho end of eleven and thirteen, or seven and nine- 
teen, years at sunset, and at five and seventeen, or 
one and thirteen, years at sunrise. At the end of 
tho seventh year it just touches the last Charn of 
Aswini Nakshatra, but it is too near the horizon 
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to be soon. It i‘» only nt the end of the seventeenth 
year that it is so far removed from tlio horizon as 
to be seen just touching the beginning of its original 
Jnnnia Xakshatra. 

Hahn, the Ascending Node of the Moon, is 
seen going with the same Janma Xakslmtra at the 
end of the oigliteenth year. 

Kclu, tlio Descending Node of the Moon, is 
shown 180'* oppasito Rnhii, and is seen at the end 
of seven j’cai*s in trine with its original Janma Nak- 
sliatra, Cliltra. 

It will thus bo seen that nil the planets are 
seen at the end of their iwriods either at tlio begin* 
ning, middle, or end of the second or third Janma 
Nakshatra j i.c., the planets are within the orb 
13®.20 that is assigned to the trine. 

After having fixed the principal (Slaha Dasa) 
periods of planets by observations, the periods of 
subperiod (Antra Dasa) planets in a Maha Dasa 
period can be measured by taking into considera- 
tion their monthly motion, and marking the time 
which the subperiod planet takes to come into 
conjunction >rith, or in trine to, the Nakshatras of 
the Maha Dasa period planets ; but this will be a 
lengthy and tedious process ; to avoid all this, the 
subperiods of planets are measured by calcula- 
tions. The duration of subperiods of planets varies 
in different principal periods. In each principal 
period the duration of the subperiod of any planet 
is proportional to the principal period of the planet. 
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' The first Bubperiod is always that of n planet 
which is the Ijord of the principal period ; the 
Buccccdiug snbpcriods will bo those of planets 
following it in the order of the Virashottari Dasa ; 
for example, in the principal period of Venus, the 
first subperiod will be that of Venus ; then will 
follow the subperiods of tho Sun, Moon, Mars,- 
Rnhu, and others. It is, as it were, directing the 
principal period planet from its originai Nakshatra 
to its next Janma Naksliatra, i.c., the 10th Nak- 
shatra ; and, in so doing, it has to bo carried over 
other Nakshatras, their lonls and periods ; and, 
while on its way, it is made to pick up a certain 
period from each so as to form under it tho sub* 
periods of planets over wliich it passes. Tho 
iuterperiods (Vidashas) of planets can also bo 
orplaincd in tho same way, but here, in calcul- 
ations, Vbe aubperiod of a planet mider which 
tho interperiod is to be calculated is taken into 
consideration. 

CAN A VINSHOTTARI DASA BE MADE APPLICABLE TO 
A 5AYANA (EUROPEAN) HOROSCOPE? 

■ ICnowing that the Vinjshottari Dasa is based 
on a definite principle, the question arises : Can 
these periods be made applicable to a Sayana horos- 
cope, i.e., a horoscopeibascd on a movable Zodiac, 
due. to the precession of the Equinoxes ? These 
observations of assignment of Lords to the Nalc- 
shatras and their periods were begun, according 
to my investigations, in the -jrear A.D. 049, when 
0” (of Mesha Aries), i.e,, the meeting-point of the 
Equator and the Ecliptic, very nearly coincided 
with Aswini Nakshatra. If we take A.D. 532 
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(Pillai) as the date of adoption of the fixed Zodiac" 
by the Hindus, by the precession of the Equinoxes, 
at the rate of 1® for every 71 years, in the year A. 
D. 649 the meeting-point of the Equator and the 
Ecliptic was only 1®.30' westward from the time 
adopted bj’ the Hindus, a difference which is hardly 
perceptible. The Hindus then, by adopting a fixed 
Zodiac in a particular year, kept up the I'elations 
of Nakshatras fixed to the signs of the Zodiac, 
f.e., the Rashis. Thus in a Nirayana, or Hindu 
horoscope, the positions of planets in a Rashi 
cori'cspond, or are near, to a particular group of 
Nalcshatras. 

In a Sayana horoscope, which is based on n 
movable Zodiac, the relations of Nalcshatras to the 
Signs of the Zodiac are constantly changing. In 
fact, at the present time 0® of the Zodiac is in 
Uttara-Bhadrapada Hakshatra, whose assigned 
Lord in Vimshottari Dasa is Saturn; after the lapse 
of certain years O’’ of the Zodiac will fall in Purva- 
Bhadrapada, and its assigned Lord is Jupiter. This 
discrepancy arises owing to the assignment of 
Swamis to-the Nakshatras at the time when 0° of 
the movable Zodiac coincided with Aswini Naksha- 
tra. If we for a time omit the considerations of 
the Nakshatras in Vimshottari Dosa and make the 
order of planets applicable to each Nakshatra divi- 
sion of 13'’.20', we find that the first Nakshatra 
division beginning from 0“ of Mesha is assigned 
to Ketu, the second to Venus, the third to the Sim, 
and so on. If tliis order of planets were applicable 
to each Nakshatra division when 0® of the Zodiac 
coincides with 0® of flie Equator not in Aswini 
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Nakshatra, but in some other Nakshatra, the appa- 
rent discrepaiicj in the application of Vimsliottari 
Dasa to the Sayana lioroacopo would then be over- 
come by ossignin" tho Lordship of Ketu to that 
Nakshatra in which the meeting-point of tho Equa- 
tor and the Ecliptic falls. In a Nakshatra division 
13“.20', the first point of the movable Zodiac, will 
remain for nearly 040 j-cars (13®.20'x71 years), 
and at the end of every 940 years the Isjrdsliip of a 
Nakshatra in a Sayana horoscope will have to be 
changed. As regards the period of planets, they 
^vill remain the same, whether made applicable to 
the Sayana or Nirayana JioroScopo, as they are 
calculated for a trine, as explained before. Some 
of the Indian Astrologers who cast horoscopes 
according to the European method make use of tnis 
Dasa Padhati for directions, keeping the same 
Lords to the Nakshatras timt were assigned to 
them in the year A,D. 649, and call them the Saya- 
na Dasa, as opposed to the Nirayana Dasa ; from 
what I have said this is wrong in principle. To 
make use of this Dasa one must either convert a Sa- 
yana horoscope into a Nirayana one by deducting 
the Ayanans’a of birth or change the Swamis of a 
Nakshatra in such a way as suggested previously. 

* I have in this exposition of Vimshottari Dasa 
tried to explain as best I can how the periods and 
Swamis camo to be assigned to the planets, and 
why a certain order was followed. Perhaps there 
may be some other and better way of explaining 
the mistery of Vimshottari Dasa. If this exposi- 
tion of mine incite someone to provide a better ex- 
position, lie will be proving the scientific basis of 
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the Directional Astrology of the Hindus. The in- 
formation contained in the old manuscripts of 
Astrology is the result of experience and investiga- 
tions conducted by experts for centuries and 
handed down intact to tlie Astrologei*s of the pre- 
sent day. Unless and until the information given 
to us is proved to be unscientific and baseless, 
nobody has a right to question the correctness of 
these statements, although it is true that they are 
not expressed in terms which modem Astrologers 
find convenient to express them. 

From this it must not be presumed that I am 
an advocate of this or any other system of direct- 
in^. Choose the system wliich you think best, and 
stick to it.

(AYANAMSHA.) 


Though there is very little difference between 
the Indian System of Astrology and the Western 
ns regards the casting of a horoscope, yet it must 
bo borne in mind that all Astrological observations 
under the former system are based upon the 
fixed, or natural Zodiac which has the zero point 
of Aries at the Equator, and not upon the Ecliptic, 
the movable Zodiac accepted under the Western 
System. In Indian usage, whether astronomical 
or popular, there has never been any distinction 
between the Signs of the Zodiac (Rashis) and the 
Asterisms of the Zodiac (Nakshatras), as will be 
explained later. In an Indian horoscope the 
position of a planet is located in a particular 
group of fixed stars, or somewhere near it ; where- 
as, under the Western S3rstem, owing to the 
varying position of the Ecliptic, the planets in 
a horoscope bear no relation to the fixed stars. 

The exact year of coincidence of the Equator 
and the Ecliptic, i.e., of the fixed and movable Zo- 
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diac, as well as the rate of movement of the Eclip- 
tic, is still a mnltcrot dispute among Indian astro- 
nomers. Withont going into the controversy I 
have accepted tlie year A.D. 532 as the year of 
coincidence, and 68.G8 second jjcr annum as the 
rate of the movement of Ecliptic, as given by 
Pillai in his hook, “Indian Eplieincris.” The rate 
of the actual jircecssion of the Ecliptic is 50.25 
ficcomls per annum, but duo to an error in the 
length of a sidereal j'car in the Hindu tables, it 
actually works out to bo 58.CS seconds per annum, 
win'ch is equivalent to O.OIC3 of a degree per 
annum, or 1.03 degrees for every hundred years. 
On account of this precession of the Ecliptic the 
zero point of Aries of the movoblo Zodiac has, 
since then, moved westwards at tl»o rate of 68.08 
seconds per annum.' This ever-increasing differ- 
enco between the fixed and. the riiovnble Zodiac is 
called in Sanskrit “Ayanainsha.” In view of the 
difference bota'cen the two systems, it is neces- 
sary to bring a chart prepared Tinder the European 
System into conformity with tlie fixed Zodiac 
before any directions can bo given. This is done 
by uniformly deducting the Aynnamsha at birth 
(after reducing them to degrees, minutes, and 
seconds space) from the cusps of the houses and 
longitudes of the planets of the Western figures of 
birth. 

To illustrate : If we want to find the Ayanam- 
sha of the birth-year A.D. 1900, deduct 532, be- 
ing the year of coincidence of the fixed and mov- 
able Zodiac, from 1,900: 1,900 — 532 = 1,368; and 
remainder utII be the years for which the Ayanam- 
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sha is to l)t* calculated. For cverj^ 100 tlie Aya- 
namslia is 1.03*; therefore for 1,308 years it will 

bo =22'’17'64" ; and, for all practi- 

cal purposes, it maj' be taken as 22*18'. - 

I have for easy reference calculated and given 
in the following table the A3'anamsha for ever}’ 
year for the first ten j'cars and for every ten j'eare 
between A.D, 1800 to 2000. By combination of 
these two the A5*anamsha for any given j'car can 
be easily calculated. The Aj’anamsha for a parti- 
cular month or daj* in a year maj’ be omitted or 
calculated by the Rule of Three as their addition 
to the Ayanamsha of the year will not make 
any appreciable difference in tlio degrees and 
minutes ;

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ASTERISHS (RAKSHATRAS) 


The Dasa System of Directing is based on the 
nsterisms, wliich are twenty-seven in number, and 
the extent of each is 13'*-20'- Each nsterism is di- 
vided into four equal parts of 3‘’-20'. Hie astc- 
risms arc linked on the circle of the natural Zodiac, 
and are coimted from tlio zero point of Aries. The 
circle of the Zodiac also accommodates twelve 
signs of 30'* each, and they arc common to both the 
Western and the Indian Systems. Thus in a sign 
of 30® there are nine divisions of 3®-20' ; that is, a 
aign contains two 'full asterlsms of I3®-20' each a 
^th part of a third astcrism. To each asterism is 
a'ssigned a ruler, and to each ruler is assigned a 
period through which it niles. The arrangement 
of the asterisras in a sign, their names, order, and 
rulers, with their i)eriods, can be easDy seen at a 
glance at the chart on page 50 infra. Tlie names, 
in full, of the 27 astcrisms starting from the zero

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FDRIODS, SUBFERIQDS, AND INTERFERIODS 
OP PLANETS 

In counting the periods of planets the first 
period is alvToys of the ruler of the asterism in 
Tvliich the Moon is located at the time of birth and 
then of the nilcrs of asterisms in the order follow- 
ing the asterisms, ns given in the chart. If the 
Jloon’s location at birth is in Taurus 23®-53', on a 
reference to the chart on page 50 infra we find that 
it is the fifth asterism called Mriga which commen- 
ces in that sign at 23®-20'. The Moon has there- 
fore already passed a portion of the asterism 
by (23®*53' minutes 23®-20'), and is actually 
in the first part of that asterism. The ruler of the 
asterism is Mars, whose ruling period is seven 
years. We have therefore to find how much 
of the seycn years is due to 33' of the fifth 
asterism. 

13®-20' (800') ;33 : :7 years = 3 months, 13 
days, 2 hours, 48 minutes. This is the expired 
period of Mars before the birth of the Individual, 
and the remaining period of seven years will be the 
period which the individual has still to enjoy, which 
will be (7 years — 3 months, 13 days, 2 hours, 48 
minutes) 6 years, 8 months, 16 days, 21 hours, 12 
minutes. With the expired portion of the period 
of Mars there are certain subperiods of planets nil- 
ing imder Mars which have also expired ; after de- 
termining them we can locate under what subperiod 
of Mars birth must have taken place. The order 
of the subperiod planets or of the planets ruling 
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under the subperiod planets (interperiods) is the 
same as that of the'period planets ; but the first pla- 
netarj* period, in the case of subperiods, will be that 
of the period planet, and, in the ease of interperiods 
under subperiods, it will bt of the subperiod planet. 
To make it more clear, the subperiod unde: 
the period of Mars will always bp of Slars, and ther 
of the planets in the'order following it." If the sub 
period under Mars is of the Moon, then the first in 
terperiod under the subperiod of the Moon will b( 
of the Moon and then of the planets in the ordej 
follo'wing it. The -Dasa System of Directing is 
like a*wheel withiii a wheel, and these’ wheels an 
variously, named in Sanslirit. The chief wheel oi 
.the period planet is called Mnhadosa ; the whee 
within it of the subperiod planets is called Antar 
^.dasa, orBhukti ; aud thewl eel of interperiod pla^ 
nets ^vitlun the subperiod planet is called Vidasa 
or Updasa. Within the interperiod planet there 
are still smaller wheels of Sukshma Dasas. Thus, 
by division, subdivision, and minute divisions ol 
planetary periods, one can record the actual mo 
ment of an occiurence' Though the caloulatior 
of. periods of Dasa appears to be formidable, yet 
with the help of the .tables of subperiod and inter- 
periods’ of planets it can be easily and qiiieldy 
achieved. These tables are appended at the end ol 
tliis book. The usual rules for finding the sub- 
periods (Antardasas) and interperiods (Vidasas) 
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the relation of a planet to the signs Indian Astro- 
logers erect side by side a second chart, wluch is 
called by tliem Bhava-chnlita. The first chart 
shows the planets in their respective houses, and 
the second chart shows the signs influencing 
To arrive' at the* position of the planet arid uSj 
relation to the sign the mid-point of every hou^i 
• is calculated oven up to the space of a sccorid ; and, 
if a planet in a sign has more degrecs than tne 
■mid-point, that planet is supposed to be in the orn 
of the sign following it and is transferred to tuej 
house of the sign to hare its influence there, 
the degrees of a plant arc between tlic degrees or 
the cusp and tlio mid-point of a bouse, it is retained 
in the same house and in tlic same sign. 1* t* 
degrees of a planet are less tlian the degrees o 
the cusps of a lioiise, it is located in the sign hetore 
it. It will thus be seen that planets so place 
have an orb of nearly 1C®, and this latitude _ 
allowable in Indian Astrology as every plan®^ a - 
peets the seventh house and the planet in^ it iro 
its position in the chart. 

Tlie BhaTH-ohalita chart is more lilie a Wes- 
tern chart where, instead of denotirig tlie position 
of a planet in t’.o same house according to the rela- 
tion of degrees to the degree of signs on the^ two 
cusps of a house, it is lifted bodily from its position 
in tlie original chart if the planet be in tlie next sign 
^ in the same house. "When these charts are 
prepared, Indian Astiologers do not tJiiuk ol the 
degrees of planets or signs as the aspects are not ^ 
formed between them. A school of Inian .^tro- 
1 logers believes ihat the planets m the Bhava- 
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clmlitn chart influence the houses in wliich tliey 
are ho placed. Tlicro is cnoti^li evidence in old 
litcniturc to point out that the original cliart is 
only to be taken into consideration wlicn deducing 
future events by jicriods of planets. Tlmt ancient, 
colossal work — Brigu*S.a!nhita — written “by a sage 
named lirigu, makes no jiicntion of ft, and yet we 
can from pei*sonnl expcrienco testify to the 
accjiracy of pn'<lictions given in it from the simjdc 
original chart of birth. 

For a better appreciation of the strength ol 
the iilnncts iji a birth chart Tndiaj) 'Astrologers 
prepare another chart from the degrees of the 
rising sign and of tlio planets. It is known as the 
Navainauisha chart. In the Indian System tlio 
wliolo circle of the Zodiac is divided into 108 
divisions of 3®*20' each called the N.ivamamshns, 
or quarter NalisUatras, or astcrisins, and each 
division is ruled by a sign and its lord in the order 
of the signs in rotation, that is to say, each Sign 
of Zodiac accommodates nine <livisions or Nava- 
mamshas. In the first sign Aries the first ninth 
division will bo that of Aries and its ruler, the 
second ninth division will be that of Taurus and 
its ruler, and so on ; the last ninth division in Aries 
being that of Sagittarius and its ruler. In the 
second sign Taurus the first ninth division will be 
that of Capricorn, the second will bo that of 
Aquarius, and the third that of Pisces. When all 
the signs are thus exhausted, tho rotation starts 
again with the sign Aries. In this way it will be 
found that, in the signs Aries, Leo, and Sagitta- 
' rius, tho fii-st ninth division wll be that of Aries ; 
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of planets are as follows : — ' 

The planetary subperiods under the period of 
the chief planet can be found by the simple Eule oJ 
Tliree. The sum of the years assigned to planets 
is 120 years, which is considered to be the span ot 
life in Vimshottari Basa. To find the rabpenoa 
of a planet, multiply the years of the chief-penoa 
planet by the years of the subperiod planets m suc- 
. cession and divide by 120. The resulting penod^ 
will be the duration of the snbperiod planets m to 
years of the chief-period planet.

CASTING or HOROSCOPE 


In casting the map of the heavens at the time 
of birth Indian Astrologers do not make use of tho 
. Tables of Houses. Tlie two points which are of 
importance to them, according to latitude, are the 
Zenith and the Ascendant j when these are fixed 
by sign and degrees by calculation, an addition of 
six signs to each of them gives the signs and de- 
grees respectively of the Nadii’ and Descendant 
points. Each of tho ares between two of these 
points is then divided equally into tliree parts to 
'form twelve houses of the chart. Numerical 
figures for signs ar^ then inserted in the houses, 
i starting from the numerical figure of the rising 
f sign. The planets, according to their position at 
( ^ » the time of birth, are placed in the chart irrespective 
V of the degrees of the planets and signs. To show 
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in (be signs Taurus, Virgo, and Capriconi, the 
first ninth division will 'be that of Capricorn ; ^ 
the signs Gemini, Libra, and Aquarius, that <« 
Libra ; and in the signs Cancer, Scorpio, ana 
Pisces, that of Cancer. 

The properties of the JCavamamsha 
which a child happens to bo born are supposed to 
influence aU its activities through life, subject to 
modifications according to the eflects of the aspects 
of planets situated at different plac« from tu^ 
Navamamsha of the rising sign. It is the pi^o 
on which the horoscope of an individual is mane 
to turn, and consequently to the Nayomamsna 
chart is attaclied great importance in Inoia* 
^Vstrology. 

To prepare a Xavnmamsha chart, find tl^ 
ninth ^vision of the rising sign of the birth 
in which the degrees of the Ascendant^ fall. ^ -i® , 
the sign of that ninth division as the rising sign o 
the J^vamamsha chart and use the successive si^ 
as the ruler of the twelfth house of the I^avama ^ 
sha chart. Next find, according to the degree^ 
of planets, the ninth division in which the plane » 
fall in their respective signs in the birth chart an 
.•insert the planets in the Navamanisha cha 
according to the signs of their Navamamshas. 

Example : Suppose the sign Cancer is rising 
at C®-26' in a birth chart, i.e., it is in its swon 
ninth division, which is ruled by Leo. _ If n 
be 5° in Leo, then it is in the second *dnth diy^ion 
of that sign, and is ruled by Taurus ; it should oe

inserted in the house ruled by Taurus thus a 
Navamamsha chart is prepared (See Illustrative 
Horoscope at the end of this work.) 

If a planet is in its owii or in a friendly sign 
or is exalted in a Navamamsha chart, it is digni- 
fied, produces favourable results, and mitigates its 
evil influences, shown in the birth chart by its 
debility in sign or location or in an unfriendly 
sign. The converse is also true ; for, if a planet 
favoiirably placed by sign and position in the 
original chart be in the sign of its debility in the 
Navamamsha chart, the good results indicated 
by the birth chart are greatly affected. 

SIGNIFtCATlOK OF HOUSES AND THEIR 
PECULIARITIES 

The arrangement of houses under both systems 
is the same, but the location of the first one differs. 
Under the Western System the first house, the 
east of the chart, is located on the left-hand side 
of the chart, while in the Indian Sj-stem it is 
■ located on the top of the chart. The rising sign, 
signified by its numerals, put on the first house, is 
called the Ascendant, or Lagna in Sanskiit. 

As regards the signification attached to the, 
twelve fixed houses of a chart, they are in the mam 
the same under both systems. There are, how- 
ever, slight differences which are pointed out 
below. Other significations remaining the same 
as imder the Western Sj'stem, the fourth and the 
tenth houses signify mother and father respecti- 
vely, and not vice versa, as in European significa- 
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tions. The fifth liouso shows intellect, 'memory, 
nnd mind, nnd not the first house, which governs 
jjhysicnl ap{>enranco only; the tenth house, pad 
not llic nintJj, shows Jong journeys nnd voynges ; 
tlie eleventh house shows personal gains, nnd 
not the second, which shows inheritance and 
nccunmlnlcd wealth under our system. Besides 
the regular significations . of the fixed houses, 
there are certain significations attached to houses 
relative to the position of tho seven planets. The 
ninth house from the Sun signifies father, the 
fourth from (ho Jfoon mother; tho third from 
JInrs hrollier ; the fourth from Mercury raatcroal 
relations ; tlio fifth from Jupiter son ; the seventh 
from Venus wife; and tho eighth from Saturn 
death. 

In Indian Astrology tho nature of planets is 
greatly influenced by their location in tho chart. 
Quadrants (Kciidms), *.e., the fii-st, fourth, seventh 
and tenth houses'; and Trines (Trikoiias), i.e,, the 
fifth and ninth houses, arc good positions for the 
planets, and increase tho signification of the house 
oA^Tied by them tlirough signs, though they, accord- 
ing to their nature, improve or destroy the signi-, 
fication of tlie houses located by them. 

ilalefics in houses 3, 6, 10, and 11 are power- 
ful by position, but benefics a're ordinaiy. 

Hoiisea 2 and 12 are indifferent, abd' the 
strength of the planets located in them is judged 
by the position of their lords in the nativity and Jl 
the faature of the planets located in them. 
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The sixth, oiglitli, nnd twelfth liouses, which 
signify respectively* cnemic?, death nnd losses, 
nnd. expenditure and bondage, are inherently bad. 
They are known as the evil houses of the chart, 
wljere bencfics, by increasing these significations 
and malcfics by their evil stamp on them, lose 
much of their power to do good to an individual. 
The location of any planet in theso houses is bad ; 
Saturn and tho Dragon’s Head .(Rahu), in the 
sixth house, are, however, considered to be power- 
ful to mitigate tho evil influences of that house. 

Tho eighth and the third (eighth from tho 
'eighth) arc called houses of life, whiJo the twelfth 
house from these, t.c., tho second nnd tlie seventh 
from the rising sign, arc called death-inflicting 
houses (Mnraka). 

PLANETS : THEIR ASPECTS AND RELATIONSHIP 

The planets and their significations in Indian 
Astrology are tho same ns in European Astrology. 
The number of planets is also tho same : but, in 
addition to the seven planets, the Dragon’s Head 
(Rnhu) and tho Dragon’s Tail (Ketu) are con- 
sidered ns planets under tho Indian System, They 
have no rulership of any Zodiacal sign ; though 
recent Indian Astrologers assign the signs Scorpio 
and Taurus to the Dragon’s Head and Tail respec- 
tively, their respective signs of exaltation are 
supposed to be Sagittarius and Gemini, where they 
are strong to produce favourable results. 

Planets, according to their natiwe, are divided 
into two groups : good and evil. The good planets, 
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or benefics, ore Jupiter, Venus, well-associateil 
Mercury, and the Full Moon ; the evil planets, or 
malefics, arc the Sun, the New Moon, b^^diy-as- 
sociated Mercury, Mars, Saturn, the Dragon’s 
Head, and the Dragon’s Tail. 

Among the. planets thenjselres there exist 
natural sympathy and antipathy, and this relation- 
ship plays an important part in the character of 
the influence of a subperiod planet imder the chief 
period. The nat\iral relationship between planets 
is .worked out in the Indian System from the posi- 
tion of the planet in its positive sign. -Every 
planet, except the Sun and the Jloon, owns, two 
Signs of the Zodiac, positive and negative. The 
. positive sign is called the Mooltrikona (in Sanskrit) 
of a planet where a planet is equal in strength to a 
planet 'in the sign of its exaltation. 

Ariw, Vir^, Sagittarius, Libra, and Aqii^ 
rius^are r^pectively _thc positives of theip*Tulers, 
Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, Vciius, and Saturn. Leo 
is both positive and negative of the Sun ; while the 
Moon,’thoHgh owning only one sign, like the Sun, 
yet its positive sign is Taurus. 

Rulers of sign placed fourth, fifth, eighth, 
ninth, and twelfth from the positive sign of a 
planet are said to he friendly to that planet ; 
rulers of signs other than those mentioned above 
are either unfriendly or enemies, or indifferent or 
neutral. If the relations of a plant from it^ , 

positive sign happened to be unfriendly to both ^ 
the signs of a ruler, then he is an enemy to the 
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nilcr of tl»o positive eigii; l>ut, if tliD relations 
Imj)pcn to bf friendly to one sign and unfriendly 
to the other, then the nder of those signs is in* 
difTcrent or neutml to the rnler of the positive 
sign. The following table gives the classification of 
the natural relations of planets among thcin-

From the above table it will be seen that the 
sympathizing planets arc the Sun, Mars, Jupiter, 
and the Moon in one group, and Saturn, Mercury, 
Venus, the Dragon’s Head, and the Dragon’s Tail 
in tlio other ; and between these two ^oups there 
exists natural antip<athj*. The natural s3Tupatlues 
and antipathies among planets are greatly modified 
by their temporal positions in the chart. The 
planets occupying the second, third, fourth, tenth, 
ciovontli, or twelth houso from the significator, and 
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those planets which are themselves good and are 
in the same sign as the eignificafor, are said to be 
temporarily in sympathy with the significator ; the 
remainder of the planets in other houses than those 
mentioned above are said to be temporarily evil to 
the significator. The temporal position of a planet 
is of great importance, for a subperiod planet, even 
if it be a natural enemy of the period planet, is 
productive of good results if it turns out to be its 
iriend by its temporal position or is otherwise well 
placed in the chart by sign, location, ownership, 
or exaltation. 


ASPECTS 

The power of planets to do good or evil to an 
individual, according to their location, is greatly 
modified by the nature of the aspecting planet. All 
planets, imder the Indian Sjrstem, aspect the 
seventh house and the planets therein from the 
place of their location. This is really an opposition 
aspect, which is considered good or bad according 
to the nature of the aspecting planet ; but, \inder 
the European System, it is always considered to be 
bad ; besides a planet aspecting his own house 
, increases the signification of that house, which may 
be still further increased or modified by the nature 
of the planet located therein. In adcUtion to this 
aspect, Jupiter, Mars, and Saturn hare speoial 
aspects of their own wMch exert a more powerful 
influence than the seventh-house aspect. Jupiter 
aspects in the fifth and ninth houses from its 
location. These are trine aspects. 

Saturn aspects the third and tenth houses. 
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The thiitl-hoiiso nsjM>ct of Saturn h n sextilc aspect 
which, nccortling to the Western System, is good ; 
but, under the Indian Sj’steni, the nspecting planet, 
being evil, all its aspects are eonsidered to bo bad. 
I believe that, as evil planets are capable of doing 
good wljcn they arc strong bj* location, ownership, 
or exaltation, they must also have aspects as a 
relieving feature of their character to do good. 
Experience alone will settle tliis point. I belicvo 
it to bo a good aspect. The tenth-house aspect 
of Saturn is a square asj)ect, and, the planet 
being cNnl, this n.si»cct sliouJd bo considered as a 
bad one. 

^lars aspects the fourth and eighth houses. 
The fourtli aspect ia a square aspect, and is a bad ^ 
aspect, but its cighthdioiiKc aspect is Quincunjc ‘ 
ICO® apart, which is a feebly wicked aspect, accord- 
ing to the Western System of Astrology. It 
shoidd be* considered, as in the case of Saturn, a 
relieving aspect of that planet. 

Conjunctions of planets arc rather peculiar 
in that their jjower to do good or evil is gauged 
according to their o\vncrslup of house and their 
natural relationship and qualities. 

Conjunctions of the* lords of quadrants and 
trines, when unassociated with lords of other 
houses, are not only powerful in producing good 
effects of the significations of liouses located and 
o^vncd by them, but bring honour, wealth, and 
general prosperit}' even if located in evil houses of 
the horoscope. But these very lords, if strong by 
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position and sign and are in their signs of exalta- 
tion, regardless of other sources of evil, such as 
their union with lords of other evil houses, become 
not only powerful to do good, but help other planets 
associated .with them toward the same objeOt. 

Conjunctions of the lords of trines, the 
fifth and ninth nouses, are always good, whatever 
be their location j but, if the lor^ of theso are 
associated with the lorcb of the eighth or eleventh 
house, success is endangered. 

Planets in conjunction with the lords of death- 
inflicting houses (Maraka), i.e., the second and 
seventh, become powerful enough to cause death 
in their periods and subperiods according to their 
relative strengtli in the nativity. 

The mutual reception of planets in their own 
houses is productive of good. results j >but, if the . 
mutual reception, exists between the lords of quad- 
rants and trines, the period of such planets will 
he the most beneficial, particularly if it is between 
the lords of the ninth and tenth houses. 

The Dragon’s Head and the Dragon’s Tail 
have no houses of their own ; their conjunction 
with other planets, if they occur in houses other 
than those quadrants and trines, where they are 
always good, will produce good or bad results 
according to the strength of the planets in Jhe 
nativity with which they are associated. 

PECnLlABITIES OF PLANETS. 

Benefics, when they own angles by signs, be- 
come evil in their nature ; while malefics are found 
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to be.Btionger for good, and they become progres- 
sively "more and more poTverful as -lords of the 
first, fourth, seventh, and tenth houses. ' 

• ' Planets o^^’mng trines, t.c.,'th6 fifth and ninth 
houses by signs, produce uniform good • results 
whether they are benefics or" malefies. • 

•Planets, as owners of the third, sixth, eighth, • 
and cleventli houses by signs, are always disposed - 
towards evil. 

Lords of the second and twelth houses are not 
powerful by virtue of their own merits, but they' 
are considerably infiuenced in giving good or bad 
restilts by the associations they form and the 
positions they occupy in the nativity.

''From this it be apparent that each rising ' 
sign -will have its different sets of good, evil, and 
indifferent planets as rulers of, houses. Indifferent 
planets will be those which by sign own pno good 
house and one bad. The table oh tfio preceding 
page will show tlicir classification -at a glance. 
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'.■CONSIDERATIONS IN JUDGING PLANETARY PERIODS 

-V ; In judging the effects due to the planets in a 
cliarti and their successive combinations in their 
periods,- subperiods, and interperiods, one has not 
• only to, consider the dignities and debilities of 
planets for deducing favourable or unfavourable 
results, but has also to consider the age, position, 
and sex of the native, for tlie significations of 
planets are expressed according to the age and the 
status of an individual. 

Planets are said to be in dimity when they aro| 
in exaltation and joy (Blooltrikona of Hindu • 
Astrologers), in their own signs, having a mutual ' 
, reception in their own signs, in a friendly sign, ini', 
conjunction .with or aspected by a benefic, in con- ' 
junction mtli the niler of the Ascendant, the 
ninth or tenth house or with the period planet, in 
friendly temporal relations, in angles, trines, 
j.’ or the eleventh hoiiSc from the rising sign . or*' 
si^ficator. . . 

; Malefics are dignified by their location in the 
third, sixth, or eleventh house. 

Planets -are said to be in debility when they 
are in their fall, in an xmfriendly sign, in conjufic-- 
• tion with or aspected by a malefic, as lords of the 
third, sixth, eighth, and eleventh houses ' either 
from the rising sign or significator, or aspected by 
the rulers of evil houses. 

Benefics as riders of.arfcles arc said to be in 
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Planets in . the second or seventh house, 
•tliough not actuallj^ in debility, are productive of 
|some illness or physical ailment, whether the 
I planets are malefic or benefic. If lords of these 
(houses, they even kill a native in their subperiod 
sunder the period of planets in debility. 

The measure of good and evil results pro- 
'(duced by planets in their dignity or debility 
, respectively is also mentioned by Indian Astro- 
(logers. Planets in their sign of exaltation or joy 
jgive full results of their significations by position 
‘ and sign ; planets in their own signs give three- 
'quarters of the measure of good; planets in a 
’ friendly house, or in conjunction with, or aspect^ 
■|by, a benefic, ^ve half the measure ; planets in 
tan imfriendly sign give only a quarter ; planets in 
I their debility destroy the signification of the house 
• located by them or produce evil results. 

• Indian Astrologers have assigned significations 
to the various dignities and tlebilifies of planets 
which are to be taken into consideration in judging 
their effects at j^fferent periods. 

/ ^ (1) Planets in exaltation arc called DeepUa 
in^ Sanskrit. Tliey signify oivnership of land, 
(courage, wealth,’ conveyances, success, marriage, 
(birth of'a son, honour from Government, increase 
of knowledge, and respect from brothers ; 

(2) Planets in their own signs arc called 
SicasUia. Tlicy signify permanency’, happiness in 
the family, circle, increase of knowledge, success. 
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^voaUh, good reputation, comfort, gain of land, and 
wealth ; 

(3) Planets in friendly signs and unfriendly 
temporal relations arc called Jlmviodila. TJioy 
signify physical comfort, position, happiness, 
finery in tlrcss, and religious disposition ; 

(£) Planets in friendly temporal relations 
are called Shnntft. They signify contentment, 
happiness, and knowledge such ns can ho enjoyed 
hy men of the ordinary type ; 

(5) Planets in indificrent signs are called, 
Tiicy slgtiify anxiety, loss of position, 
qtinrrels with brothers, persecution, separation 
from the family circle, and sickness ; 

(C) Planets as natural enemies having tem- 
poral tjnfriendly relations are colled ^eedi/a . They 
signify sorrow, residence in foreign countries, 
fnm3l5’ dissension, desertion by friends and rela* 
tions, danger from tire and robbers, and displcasirro 
of Buperiora ; 

(7) Planets in conjunction witli malefics are 
knoAvn ns Tikala. Tliey signify mental disorder 
and worry, death of a friend, trouble from 
wife, children, and tliiovcs, and "a deficiency of 
clotliing ; 

(8) Planets in debility are called Khala. 
They signify separation of parents and wife, 
quarrels, dangey from enemies, loss of wealtJi, pro- 
perty, and credit, and imprisonment ; 
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(9) Planets in conjunction ^tli the Siin are 
called Kopistta. They signify sinful conduct, dis- 
graceful life, loss of \rife, brother, and^ wealth, 
trouble from children, eye trouble and danger from 
fire, the king, and thieves. * 

It must not, however, be supposed that the 
plauets in the periods ruled by them would produce 
uniform good or bad results for there are within 
that period subperiods of planets which may be 
productive of good or bad results, according to 
their position in the chart, as well as according to 
their position from the x)eriod planet taken as the 
rising planet. The same reasoning prevails in 
judging the effects of inteiperiod planets \mder a 
•% subperiod. 

• As a general rule, the good and evil effects of 
the significations of the various houses in the chart 
depend ,on tlie nature of the planets ocenpying 
them. The significations of houses occupied by 
benefics are increased, while, when occupied by 
malefics they are destroyed or nullified. 

The planets aspecting their own houses in- 
crease the signification of those houses, as well as 
the planets who have rontua! reception in their 
houses. 


SIGNIFICATIONS OF PLANETABY PERIODS 

Apart from the significations of the planets 
according to their dignities or debilities, there are 
further significations which are indicated by (1) 
the general dominion of the planets ; and (2) the 
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houses owned and nspcctcd by tlicm' in the nativity. 
In the case of a subperiod planet, there will be an 
additional signification of the liotiso located by it 
from the period planet. This rule Iiolds good in 
the ease of an interperiod planet. 

A subperiod planet, to achieve good or bad 
effects of its significations or of the period planet, 
must be related to the period planet either b}’ con- 
jimction, aspect, or mutual reception. Planets by 
their position in the chart will always be either in 
fricndl}’ or unfriendly relations with each other. 

Tho subperiod planets wliicli are in conjuno-f 
tion with tho lords of the period planets, or which[ 
occupy their houses, and the subperiod planets hav-l 
ing tlio same strength as tho lords of periods, give! 
the same results as the lords of periods. 

When there exists mutual aspect and recep*; 
tion between the period and subperiod planets, the' 
results of tho subperiod planet arc always good. 

When tlie subperiod planet is connected with 
the period planet only by its temporal relation, the 
result is to be predicted according to its original 
nature, which may be heightened or decreased by 
its friendly or unfriendly temporal relations with 
the period planet. ^Vhen the subperiod planet is a 
located in the sixth, eighth, or twelfth house from 
the period planet, the results are always bad as thoj 
former is also unfriendly owing to its temporal P 
position.

The Moon, in 
conjunction ^vith malcfics or lords of evil bouses, 
or on the wane, denotes sickness in the family, dis- 
grace, the loss of sorvant.s, quarrels with superiors, 
and the loss of wealth, jJrospcritj*. and office.

Rahu. — ^Rahu in angles or trines in the early 
part of his subperiods denotes loss of wealth and 
serpent-bite, but the later period is all for the hap- 
piness of the native, with influential friends, great 
power, enjoyment, travel, and acquisition of wealth 
by speculation ; if associated with a benefic happi- 
ness,' contentment and health. If Rahu is^in the 
third, sixth, tenth, or eleventh house from the ris- 
ing sign, or is associated with the lords of trines, 

> or is located in a friendly house from the significa- 
tor, the native will acquire fame and prosperity. 
There will be the birth of a son or other auspicious 
occasion. If in evil bouses from the significator, 
there may be deportation or imprisonment, fear 
from serpent-bite, destruction of prosperity, and 
losses on all sides. The native may siiJffer from a 
tumour, phthisis, or dysentery. In tlie second and 
seventh houses, or in association with the lords of 
those houses, death or accident may occur, or the 
native may get hemmed in by calamities.

If in the sixth, 
eighth or twelfth house from the rising sign or 
from tho significator, tbo displeosiiro of superiors, 
mental trouble, anxiety, illicit connection, and loss 
of wife, son, and wealth. If associated with the 
lord of the seventh house, it denotes mental 
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disease and sloth ; but, in conjimction with the 
lords of the eighth and twelftli houses, accident^ 
death.

To judge the effects of the interperiods of

in addition to their d^nities or debilities in 
the birth chart and in the navamamsha chart 
(see page 57). 

The significations of the interperiods of planets 
should be judged from their location, and the 
houses- owned and aspected by them in the sub- 
period chart in addition to their significations fe 
sho^vn in the birth chart. 

The effects, good or bad, of the interperiods of 
planets depend on the sum-total of their strength 
in the birth chart, sub-period chart and nava- 
manisha chart as following tabulations will show. 
In tabulations plus and minus signs Indicate the 
dignities and debilities respectively of a planet 
and possibility of attaining the effects, either 
good or bad, is shown in percentage in the “result”

BHAVA-CHALIT AND NAVAHAUSBA CHARTS. 

From tho degrees of the planets and houses 
wo can prepare a chart of the planets to show their 
true position as regards their inclination towards 
the sign. If the degrees of a planet, located in 
the Birth*Chart, exceed those of the raid-point of 
tho house, it is placed in the next sign. Similarly 
if the degrees of the planet are less than those of 
the mid-point, it is placed in the preceding sign. 

Thus the planets Mara and the Moon though 
originally located in Cancer and Taurus respec- 
tively in the Birth-Chart, in the Bhara-Cbalit chart 
they are placed in the next signs, Leo and Gemini 
respectively. Similarly Saturn, though in Aries ia 
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the Birth-Clmrt, Bhown in tho Blmva-Clialit 
chart in tlio jircH'wling sign of Piscc.*?. 

To crv^t llic Nivvamftmsha chart wo must 
know tlic ninth tlivision of the rising sign Cancer 
in which its <h'groes fall. RefcJTing to tlio

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STRENGTH OF THE PLANETS IK THE CHART 

Sun» — ^Tho Sun in Gemini in the twelfth house 
is debilitated by lus position ; but the effects of 
debility will be mitigated owing to the reception 
of Sfercury, the lord of the twelfth house, in the 
Ascendant-angular position. He is in conjunction 
with a henefic (Venus) and malefic (Ketu). The 
Sun is aspected by a malefic (Saturn). His natural 
friends are the iloon. Mars, Jupiter. His temporal 
friends are Mars, Mercury, the Sfoon,- Jupiter and 
Saturn. Of these Mars, the Moon and Jupiter 
are natural as well as temporal friends. The sub- 
periods of these planets under the period of, the 
Sim will, therefore, be productire of good, results.

Moon. — The Moon in Taurus, in the sign* of 
her exaltation, and in the eleventh house, is bo^ 
strong by position and sign. She is not aspected 
by any planet. She is tho rider of the Ascendant, 
and is unaspected by any planet. Her natural 
friends are the Sun and ilercury while, except 
Rahu, all tho planets in the chart are her friends , .»■ 
by temporal relations. Of these tho Sun'-ima 
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Mercury, who are her fnends by temporal relation, - 
will yield the best of resiUte in their sub-periods. 
The sub-periods of the other planets, except Rahu, 
who is her natural and temporal enemy, \Till yield 
favourable results. Her significations will be of the 
fourth Iiouso as its ruler, of the fifth by aspect, 
and of the eleventh house by location. 

Mars. — ^Mars in Cancer is debilitated by sign, 
but Ilia location in the Ascendant, an angular house, 
is strong and is in conjunction with Mercury, by 
bonefio planet. His strength is further heightened 
by his nilerslup of the tenth and fifth Iiouse of the 
iioroscope which are angles and trines, respectively. ' 
Ho is aspected by Jupiter, a benefic planet. His 
natural ftiends are Jupiter, the Moon and the Sun 
wliile the Sim, Venus, Ketu, Saturn and the Moon 
are his friends by temporal positions. The sub- 
periods of the Sun and the Moon, who are his 
friends, both will be productive of good results.

His natural friends are Saturn, 
Mercury and '^^enus, -while none of the planets, 
except Jupiter, are his friends by temporal rela- 
tions. Jupiter by. nature being indifferent to 
Saturn and friends ])y temporal relation will give 
good results in his aub-pcriod as he is also strong 
by position and sign. His natural enemies are the 
Sun, the Moon and Mars. They are also his

He is a 
friend of the Sloon, hlats and the Sun by nature 
and by temporal relations of Saturn, Moon, Venus, 
the Sun and Ketu. The sub-periods of the Moon 
and the Sun will be productive of good resets as 
they are friends both ways. The sub-period of 
Mars ought to be indifferent as he is an enemy by 
temporal position but in himself being strong by 
position and rulerahip will produce good results. .

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Kotii, tho Sloon and the Sun arc friends by toin- 
pornl- relations. Tho- sub-periods of Venus ao 
tho Sun will bo for the good, of Satun^ho is 
neutral to him, will also bo for tho good. The sue- 
period of tho hloon, who is his natural enemy 
to bo bad, but being strong by position and term 
poral relations, tho evil results will bo eclipserl by 
tho good tliat ho is likely to do. The sub-perioas 
of Jupiter and Mars uill produce good results as 
they are neutral to Iiim ; of Rahu though an 
enemy by temporal relation, will bo good bs be is 
tho friend of Saturn and is strong by position. 
His signification uil! bo of tho house of his loca- 
tion, of tho twelfth and third houses by owner- 
ship and of the seventh by aspect. 

Dragon’s Tall (Ketu).— Ketu in the twelfth 
house is in tho sign of his exaltation. He is strong 
both by sign and position. Hta natural irlends 
are Venus, Mercury and Saturn while all tho 
planets except Rahu are his friends by temporal ' 
position. The sub-periods of Yenus, Mercury and 
Saturn who are his friends both ways will be the 
best in proportion to their strength in tho chart. 
Jupiter, the Sim, the liloon. Mars and Rahu who 
are his neutral and enemies by temporal position 
will be indifferent. His signification will be of 
the house of his location. 

Venus. — ^Venus in Gemini, in the twelfth 
house, is a weakling by position and sign. She is 
bad as regards her nilership as she owns an angle 
and the eleventh house. She is in association with 
malefic Ketu and Sun. Her natiual friends are 
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Saturn and Mercury, while all the planets expect 
Rahil are her friend by temporal relations. The 
sub-periods of ^lercuiy and Saturn shall he ’for 
the good, and of Venus, though a friend, will be 
indifferent owing to her associations with malefics. 
The sub-periods of Jupiter and Mars, who are 
originally indifferent, will produce good results 
while the sub-periods of the other planets, the 
hloon and the Sun, who are her enemies by nature 
and friends by temporal relations, will be accord- 
ing to their strength in the chart. The sub-period 
of Rahil, who is her friend originally but an enemy 
by temporal relations, will also be according to his 
strength in the chart. Her signification mtH be 
of the house of her location, of tlie fourth and 
eleventh house by ownership and of the sixth 
house by aspect. 

CALCUCATIOK OF THE FLAHETART PERIODS 

The Moon in the chart is given as 24 °- 25 ' in 
Taurus. Looking at the diagram on page 50 we 
find that its location in Taurus is in the fifth 
Asterism, Mriga, which begins at 23®-20'. The 
Moon has, therefore, already advanced in that 
Asterism by It has, however, still to cover

Eefer- 
xing to the Tables of Sub-periods we find that the 
sub.period of Mars is 0 Yr, 4 Ms. 27 Bays. Tliis 
sub-period, being'smaUer than the expired period 
of Mars, is already exhausted before the birth of 
the native. The next period of Bahu islYr.O Ms. 
18 Boys after Mara’ sub-period. So the birth 
must have occurred in the sub-period of Eahu 
under Mars.' 'We can still further contract the 
time' by the help of the .inter-peiiods of Baku in 
the sub-period of, Jlare and note the inter-period 
in Rahu when the uative was bom.
